RAILROADS IN FRANCE AND IN ENGLAND, 
[Translated from “ LOffice de Publicité,” of the '¢th inet, This . whick te 
devoted te commercial affairs aad ihe proceedings of “ Public Companies " in 

France, will, judging from its past Numbers, often farnish lateresting matter for 

oar columns.) 

With respect to this important subject one thiug te certaia—the difference 
of the methods that have beea adopted and followed in the two countries. 
The superiority which one method has over the other is no leas evident; it 
has been decided by facts. In France all the actions of railroads, whether 
devised or finished, pursued or abaadoved, by Government, whether 
numerous travellers and merchandize, of torsaken, are ata lows. Ia EB 
just the contrary happens. Of tweaty.one or twenty-two enterprises of rail- 
roads, which are quoted at the Exchange of London, only four or Ave 

a large loss—an equal number is subject to slight Quetuations, and la- 
cllaing toa falh—bat by far the greater number of them yield more or less con- 
siderable benefits. From these facts we must draw two conclusions: rail- 
roads are proper for Eagland, and less so for France ; and, secondly, in Ka- 
giand they have adopted a good system, and in ‘France aot, The frat con. 

clusion we will waive, because an att tantiating it would mae on 
us too much in the discussion of theories, We will, therefore, only ea 

we do not believe railroads to be indispensible for France, but we are leeiy 
convinced that in France the good system has not been hit upon, 

Tn Fagland we see abundance of capital, and quick ness and energy in the ex- 
ecution ; that is to say, the means bave been prepared, and they have been 
put to good use. In France capital is searce-—the execution is slow ; thatle 
to say, the principal means of action was wanting, aad the attempts at exe- 





} eution proved afailure-—the cause of which differences, in our opinion, lies 


in an evil of organisation, Laying aside the facility with which ia BE 
where population is more crowded, and the money more accumula 
few hands, the necessary capital can be raised, we say that the edvan 
which England has over us is divided by the spirit which presides at this eart 
of enterprises. The Eoglish are in this, as ia every thing, practionl men, 
We run after theories—the Kuglish take their resolutions apon accomplished 
facts, and while we do ours upoa arguments, 4 priort, the Kaglish specialine, 
and we generalise. 

Iu England, neither the Government, the two houses of Parliament, or even 
companies, woul! ever have imagined to present « general system to propose 
at once 4 great number of railroads, ae it were, in one lot; dence was 
the watchword which guided them in thelr actions, After a few (more or 
less successful) trials, they reasoned by analogy—they caloulated at other 
points or localities the quantity of traffic, and the bility of augmenta- 
tion—and upon these calculations they proposed, sued, and obtained the con. 
cession of such @ line ; when they proposed it they accurately knew what it 
was to yield; competition being allowed between diifgrent companies that 
sought for the concession, contradictory evidence and information being fur- 
nished, the complaints of partion jaterested being brought forward, the con. 
stituted companies being permitted to tatroduce modifications iato their 
plans, and obliged Lo raise beforehand a certain portion of the necessary ca- 
pital, it would have Seen nothing short ofa miracle ifthe railroad, for which 
an authorisation was sought, would have remained uacacouted, 

In France, thie example, unhappily, was not followed, Very littl wae 
sald of the wants of localities, of the real advaatages of a determined rail. 
road-—ia one word, of specialities aad special considerations — but a great 
stress wae laid on general questions, it was evident that there should be 
everywhere railrowia, because it wae belewed that the asefulaces of railroads 
had been proved as @ geveral fact, It isa long while since people have 
first spoken of the ' ferta Prancese,”’ and we hove ao dowht that, in the — 
and 
questions, we have not failed to help ourselves wery liberally, La ater = 
to quote too many instances, which perhapa might provoke very painful re- 
eollections, we will restrain ourselves to the single considerations of roads 
and canals, 

Without taking the least trouble of considering aod caleulating the enuses 
which reader roads necessary, it wae thought sufficient to ineiet upoa the 
necessity of the whole of our territory beng crossed by great roads, os if@ 
principal road could be useful there, where the population ia thin, Taatead 
of thioking of bigh roads, we ought fret to have thought of bye roade—of 
the emall ways of communication. 

Who has forgotten the Miniater who, «hen the question was to establish 
canals, declared ‘' that the country must be furrowed by eaoale everywhere, 
and ia all directions at ones ''' Who bas forgotten that money for ao less 
than 600 leagues was, at that period (i091), asked for atonee ) Whe hae 
forgotten tbat a credit was voted, at that time, of no leeethan 198,000,0001,, 
to which afterwards many more millions were added ) Nobody, cortamly, 
can have forgotten the inconceivable expression of the Minister who, after 
having made theee propositions, afler having indicated several thousands of 
leagues, of which he promised by and bye ta form inte eanale, woud up 
the exposition of his motives by thie rather singular declaration, hat * he 
had pot the pretension of having poleted out all the works that were possible 
and that he hum/lily requested everybody to send ia to the Administration 
notions as might put ministers on the track of other possible 
works, which might have escaped their researches.’ The bowodaries of this 
modert declaration were, however strange ae it may appear immensel 
outstripped and transgressed by the Deputice, who accused Goverment wi 
having preseated plane that were not general enough,

by generalities ; if it bad been understood that the pretension set up of ad- 
vancing an amelioration at the same rate in every part of the country, is in 
fact, an obstacle created against positive progress. Ciwilisation developes it- 
self at certain pointe, and thence, by a concurrence a circumetascea, 
it proceeds to the pointe next to thie—and so om, pr ag step by step 
until it attains the regions most @istant from the centre, and which, for this 
very reason, were in this most difficult condition. Upon this moral principle 
it was necessary to act; this principle ought to have been converted into an 
axiom, and applied to public works, which are one of the expressions of civi 
feation. From the centre it was neceseaty to start, to embrace, firstly, 
Those parte of our territory which were most proper to derive an immediate 
tdvantage from the establishment of railroade, and to arrive gradually also 
at the other portions of our territory, which, carried away by the impulse 
given from the centre, were successively to take part ia the movement. 

Railroads are ameliorations certainly, bat ameliorations must sot needs 
be adopted because they are ameliorations, We must, above all, calculate 
if the state of the country allows of the expenses, nod we must add, is Gt to 
bear also the inconveniences of amelioration, Thus, in a country where a 
manufactory of coarse cloth by handiwork answers ite richness and ite wants, 
it would be sheer madocss to establish a manufactory with complicated 
machines, for the sake of manufacturing fine cloth. The manutacturer who, 
by adopting euch means, bad adopted an amelioration, would rain himeeif, 
because hie amelioration would not be in proper relation to the condition of 
society What is true of the amelioration of the manufacturer, must also be 
true with respect to railroads, for railroads are nothing more than an amelio- 
ration—an ameliorated means of communication,

RAILROAD FROM BERLIN TO COLOGNE. 

It ie certaio that Government is decided to conetroct, at ite own cost, a 
railroad from Halle, over Cassel, to the Kheinish Prussia, The same pro- 
ject had previously been conceived by a company of capitalists and bankers 
at Berlin, who had the ground surveyed, and opened negotiations with the 
Electorate of Heese Cassel, The latter offered great facilities for the acqui- 
sition of the electoral domains over which the railroad was to pass. 

The Prince Koval of Prussia has shown a great loterest for the execution 
of the recent decision which Government bas taken, The railroad projected 
must also procure immense advactages to the majority of the States com. 
prised in the Germanic confederation, for it will wot only pass through the 
whole central region of Germany, but it will also touch at the railroads from 
Ce to Aix-la-Chapelie, from Leipsic to Herlio, and from Berlin to 
Mtettin (a port on the shore of the Haltic Sen)-—-of which the firet ie almost 
entirely fuished, and the second and third in course of construction. 

M havior (formerly general director of the post, and member of the Coun. 
cil of State), whe le known to have always proved one of the most violent 
antagonists of railroads, has been consulied by the King respecting the pro- 

ted railroad in question, aud it ie generally said that he would not deny

THE LATE WILLIAM JAMES, ESQ. 


Tn « late Number of the Mechanics’ Magazine, appeared a very inte- 
resting biographical notice of the late William James, Esq,., projector of 
the railway eystem in England (contributed by one of his relatives), of 
which we make the following abstract i— 

** The sabject of the following memoir claims our attention aod respect, as 
one of those whove genius and persevering efforts have produced incalculable 
Dbenefite to bie country, In thie enlightened age, we have no doubt that the 
merite of this geotleman, when they are more generally known, will be fully 
acknowledged and appreciated, aod we hope that this brief shetch of his 
life wil) have the effect of raising in the public mind a sense of the benefits 
that hie great exertions have conferred apon society at large, William James 
(born bith Jane, 1771) wae the eon of a geatioman bearing the same name, 
ahighly reepectable solicitor and man of fortune, residing at Henley in. 
Arden, in Warwickshire, whose father married ao heiress of the name of 
Hatier (a branch of the Ormoud family), residiag at Linaworth-hall, county 
of Worcester, Me. James wae educated at Warwick and Winson. green 
achools, and at an early period of bie life evineed talents of a superior order, 
Ile wae brought up to the law, and stadied in London, At the age of twenty 
five he married the orphan daughter of Mr, William Tarleton, of Motley. He 
thea commenced business for himeclf at Henley-in-Anten, He did aot, 
however, make much progress in business, while residing at Henley, and re- 
moved to the village of Wellesbourne, havieg undertaken the management of 
a Mr, Drews’ acetates, and by the exertion of a netural energy and persever. 
ance he soon heeame eminent ja hie profession, Finding the sitaation of his 
present abode inconvenient for the management of the Warwick estate, to 
whieh he had been appolated agent and receiver, he removed to St Joba's, 
Warwick, where be immediately acquired an immense locrense of business, 
At thie time (ateut 1404), ln consequence of the threatened invasion of this 
country by Neonaparte, he organieed the Warwick volunteers, at a great ex 
pense to himself, Me held the commission of major in this corps, and not 
withstanding hie own business eogagements, he never neglected hie military 
daty, At the dishanding of the corps, he wae presented by his brother offi. | 
core with @ eword of coe hundred guineas valac, with a suitable jaseription, 
in testimony of their reapect and consideration for hie services,

Mr. James principally directed bis attention to the subject of railways, in 
consequence of the great depreciation of his own and other property, re- 
sulting from the legislative etment just tioned. Being coavinced, by 
his examination, that locomotion by the power of steam could be employed 
with the utmost safety and advantage in most situations, he now devoted his 
time exclusively to the determining and surveying of many extensive lines in 
the northern and midland parts of the kingdom, and principally at his own 
expense. In 1623, Mr. James published the first of twelve Essays on the 
* Engine Railroad System,’ for which he strenuously sought the best data. 
It contains as exposition of the valuable minerals deposited in or adjaceat to 
the lines marked out, with suggestions for the improvement of the ports of 
Chester, Preston, aud Lancaster ; also, plans for the draining and reclaiming 
of many extensive salt marshes, as well as for the embankiog and recovery 





plans were accompanied by specifications of several improved '‘ocomotive en- 
gines, particularly that of Mr. George Stephenson, in the patent for which 
he became a Ese. In this eseny, Mr. James advocated the possibility 
of a velocity being attainable on railways of twenty or thirty miles an hour, 
in opposition to the opinions of Messrs. Wood and Stephenson, who thought 
that railway travelling could not exceed cight or ten miles anhoar. He io- 
staaced the possibilty of bringing up by railway the whole crew, stores, and 
cargo of a man-of-war, from Portemouth, in one day. With that foresight 
and judgment he viewed the sabdject of his labours, we of the present railway 
age can testify. Mr. James and Mr. Stephenson were both at this time de- 
voted to the railway system, and joined their energies to work it out. They 
made an agreement to divide the field of their labours—the kingdom, between 
them. Mr. James taking all on the south side of a line drawn from Liver- 
pool to Hall, and Mr. Stephenson all on the north. 
puthed on his operations, and proceeded with the surveys of several lines 
within his province, and amongst others, he completed the sarvey of the 
Manchester and Liverpool Railway, which he commenced in the year 1922. 
ladeed, he was now so deeply engaged in railway speculations, that his other 
affairs languished for want of requisite attention, The bulk of his large ac- 
cumulated property having been expended and locked u 
speculations and improvements, he was unable to meet the calls upon the 
numerous shares he possessed in canals, &c., as well as the negotiable bills 
due, the consequence was he was declared a bankrupt ia 1823. Mr. James 
never after his bankruptey recovered his former energies, although be went 
on to the end toiling in the faint and delusive hope of being yet able to leave 
his family a moderate fortane ; the dower of his wife being givea up, there 
was not even that resource left. Sick at heart, and worn down by his exer- 
thons in the service of the public, he wished for retirement, and heviog mar- 
ried a second time, he settled at Bodmin, in Cornwall. 

** A series of cares, vexations, and disappointments had by this time, how- 
ever, so exhausted his bodily frame, and the energies of his miad, that he at 
length sunk ander them. Me died from exhaustion, after an attack of the 
influenza, on the 10th of March, 1487, leaving four sons and two daughters, 
by his first wife, and a young widow and two infant daughters, without any 
patrimony whatever. The mw 4 and Manchester Kailway Company last

IMPORTANT EXPERIMENT IN STEAM NAVIGATION, 

On Monday last the Archimedes steamer performed an experimental trip 
from Loadon-bridge to Gravesend aad back, much tothe satisfaction of the 
shareholders of the ‘Ship Propeller Company,"’ many of whom were on 
board, accompanied by parties of their friends, aad by several engineess and 
other acientific gentlemen interested in the advancement of steam oavigntion, 

The Archimedes has no paddle-wheels, butis propelled by a screw, which is 
placed in the «tern or dead wood of the vessel, under her counter, and just 
before the rudder. This screw is wholly ander water, and the security from 
an enemy's shot afforded by its being so placed, as well as the absence of 
paddle cnses, leaving the whole of the ship's sides clear for her guns, in the 
same manner as the sides of any sailing vessel, show at once the superiority 
of the screw propeller over the paddie. wheel, as applicable to fighting vessels ; 
while the position of the screw yielle another important advantage in the 
ease of having a strong wind on the ship's beam sufficieat in some cases ab- 
solutely to lift the windward paddle.wheel out of the water, and nearly to 
bury the leeward wheel under it; whereas the screw, being ia midships aud 
always under water, ite action must be uaiform, no matter whether the 
wied be en the beam or otherwise, 

The first experiments with the Archimedes were made about six months 
ago, whea she weat to Chatham, Margate, Ramegate, aod round to Porte.

with paid, and they have determined to take legal proceedings against all 
parties who shall not have paid by Saturday next ;'’ signed by the law clerk 
of the company.—This application produced within the following ten 
days about 2000/. The total receipt for the space of a month was about 
30002,, out of upwards of 30,000/. due, and when the disbursements of 
the company were proceeding at the rate of from ten to fifteen thousand 
pounds in the same space of time. When the company was first formed 
the provisional committee issued a prospectus for a company with a capital 
of 250,000/., in 5000 shares of 50/, each, and there were applications for 
33,000 shares, and after a careful examination of the applicants, the whole 
5000 shares were allotted to those who were considered the most respon- 
sible persons; many of these did not pay their deposit, and shares were 
re-issued through share brokers, with the exception of something less than

shares, apwards of 2000 were, more or less, in arrear in payment of calls, 
The company had arrived at that crisis, when nearly half the shareholders 
could not pay, and the other half would not, because the rest did not. In 
such a case, what could the directors do ’—they could not make further 
| ealle; it would be worse than useless to overload those with additional 
| weight who could not pay up the previous calls—nor could it be expected 
the more able portion of shareholders would pay for themselves and 
| others. Would they recommend the works to be stopped ? that would 
only involve them in still greater embarrassment. The contractors for 
making the line had bought all the requisite materials ; they were giving 
their personal superintendence, under an engagement to complete the 
contracts within a specified time, and one of them he knew had expended 
10,0007. in making bricks only on the line—could they break these con- 
tracts without giving compensation ? The iron-masters were sending in 
rails—must they go without payment ’ and so of the engine-makers and 
others. He would therefore put it to the shareholders, now met together, 
whether the directors could do otherwise than make the best terms in 
their power with the Grand Junction Company. The only basis on which 
the Grand Junction would treat for an amalgamation was the current 
prices of the shares of the companies —these prices indicated the value set 
upon them by the public at large ; against the reasonableness of this they 
could not contend. At that time the Crewe shares were selling at 8/. 
discount, making them when paid up worth 42/. The Grand Junction 
| whole was selling at 194/., making the half-share of 50/., when paid up, 
worth 97/.; two Crewe shares being worth 84/., were to be given in ex. 
change for one share in the Grand Junction, worth 97/., the present divi- 
dend on the latter being 6/. per cent. per annum, with a probability of its 
becoming 7/. per cent. Now, on valuing money at 5 per cent., two Crewe 
shares when paid up should command 120/., and if 7? per cent. should be 
paid, 140/. By thie agreement, if confirmed by the meeting, the more 
needy holders of shares, he had not a doubt, might part with their shares 
without loss, and the more opulent, by holding a while, realise a good 
profit. If these terms were not ratified by the meeting, he could only 
anticipate a ruinous depreciation in the valae of their shares. So he 
trusted the shareholders would agree with him in thinking the directors 
| had not only done what they considered best for their united interests, 
| but the very best under all circumstances; and that if better terms were 
not obtained, it was because they were not in a condition to demand them. 
He should be most happy in affording the meeting any further information 
they might wish for 

The Ca ataman, in answer to inquiries put by Mr. Mallineux, said that 
certainly the necessities of the company had been one main cause of the di- 
rectors entering into the present arrangements; and that what was meant by 
the present company completing the railway was that the present dirre- 
tory should superintend tae completion.

The last twenty years has, however, wrought an amazing change 
in this district, through the agency of railways, and the works 
there constructed have been the means of first proving the efficacy 
of this uew mode of conveyance, of directing attention to its im. 
| provement, and finally of causiug its general introduction through- 

out the whole country. ‘The “ Stockton and Darlington Railway” 
may be looked upon as the great prototype of English railways, 
and in Mr. Day's work now before us, we see the quantity of coal 
from this before inaccessible district, which passed over this line 
last year, stated at upwards of half a million tons, while the inter- 
course of passengers is now augmented to upwards of eighty times 
the extent to which it was carried on prior to the formation of the 
railway, although there are good turnpike-roads running parallel to 
its direction. The success of the “Stockton and Darlington Railway” 
has led to the construction of other great works, with a view of still 
further throwing open the interior of the Durham coal-field, among 
which we need only name the “ Clarence,” the “ Stanhope and 
| Tyne,” and the “ Hartlepool Railway.” The effect of these works 
on the inland mineral district which they traverse has been vast, 
since at the present time we believe that not less than twelve 
hundred thousand tons of coal are annually exported from the 
Tees—a quantity exceeding the whole shipment from the Wear, 
and amounting to about half that from the T'yne. This vast ex- 
portation is from an inland district, the produce of which might 
have still lain dormant, had it not been called into beneficial acti- 
vity, had it not, in fact, for all useful purposes, been created by the 
agency of railways. 

What the above railways have effected for the Durham coal- 
field, the “‘ North Midland” and other railways are now about to 
accomplish for that of Yorkshire and Derbyshire; and we are 
pleased to see that steps are at present being taken with a view to 
further this important object. The coal-field of Yorkshire, Not- 
tingham, and Derby is well known to be one of the most exten- 
sive and valuable in the kingdom, stretching through the above 
counties for a distance of sixty or seventy miles. It is upon this 
coal-field that the manufacturing greatness of Yorkshire is built, 
and as a proof of the opulence it confers, we need only observe, 
that the flourishing towns of Nottingham, Derby, Chesterfield, 
Sheffield, Wakefield, Leeds, Bradford, Halifax, and Barnsley, with 
many others, are included within its limits. Yet, in one respect, 
this mineral district labours under great disadvantages, it is, of all 
our great coal-fields, the most inland, and the worst provided 
either with natural outlets for its produce, or with the means of 
internal transport from place to place.

We have, on former occasions, noted several matters connected 
with the present system, and we believe so strongly impressed is 
the mining interest with the importance of the subject, which is 
weekly propounded by the reports of the “ ticketting paper,” that 
it requires, on our part, but little force of argument to point out 
the propriety, nay, the necessity, of immediate remedial measures. 
It remains alone with the miner to determine whether he will still 
subject himself to the loss and injury inflicted on the industrious 
and adventurous portion of the community, while the capitalist 
revels in the profits exacted from his labours, arising from the 
natural effects attendant on monopoly. 





Communication by railways is yet so recent, that there is much 
difficulty in determining the exact amount of fares which ought 
properly to be charged to each class of passengers, or that which 
would bring in the greatest net revenue to the proprietors. Al. 
though some recent experiments have given results rather in fa- 
vour of high charges, we are much disposed to beheve that such 
conclusions are fallacious, and will be contradicted by further ex- 
perience on this head. The actual cost of conveying passengers on 
railways is so extremely small, that we feel convinced the largest 
revenue will be obtained from such moderate fares as will induce 
the greatest number of persons to make use of this mode of con- 
veyance, and that low rates of charge will be far more advan- 
tageous to the proprietors, in the end, than high ones. In the re- 
port of the Parliamentary Committee on Railways, lately given in 
our Journal, cases were quoted, in “‘ which the revenue had been 
increased by raising the fares, and diminishing the number of pas- 
sengers,” and the “ injurious effect of the railway system upon the 
poorer class of passengers,” was a good deal dwelt upon in conse- 
quence. It has ever been our conviction, that the true interests of 
the railway proprietor coincide, in reality, so nearly with those of 
the public, that time and experience were alone wanting to recon. 
cile them, we did not, therefore, share either in this, or some other 
respects, in the apprehensions expressed by the Parliamentary 
Committee, believing, in fact, that in the end they would be found 
without foundation. 

The proper adjustment of the fares, is one of the most difficult, 
and we might aknost say, the most important duties of the direc- 
tory of every railway in active operation, as, upon this point, both 
the successful working of the enterprise, and the benefit it confers 
upon the public, must very materially depend. There is probably 
little danger of the fares being fixed too low in the first instance, 
but it never can be to the true interest of a company to rate them 
too high—in fact, to drive traffic off a line, instead of bringing it 
on.

Tue Snaxsreane Cire Tunnet.—The South-Eastern Railway ad- 
vances; the tunnel through Shakspeare'’s Clitf is nearly completed. There 
are only two tunvels on its line of road, and that through Shakspeare's 
Cliff was the most dreaded experiment. There is now a passage (narrow 
in some parts it is true) from one side of the cliff to the other, being an 
arch measuring three quarters of a mile in length, cut in solid chalk. It 
is well worth a long walk to see the finished’ portion. One of the galle- 
ries leads from the beach to the main tunnel, which is a beautifully.tarned 
elliptical arch of between twenty and thirty feet in beight. On some oc- 
casions a blue light is thrown up, which produces a strange and almost 
unearthly effect. Among the masses of chalk which compose the Dover 
hills, portions of clay are found totally disconnected, cither with the sur- 
face of the ground, or with each other. The geologist’s attention is also 
excited by the different varieties of chalk—one soft, one hard, one per- 
fectly pure, one filled with flints, one with organic remains.—Aenfish 
Times. 

Giascow ano Paistey Rateway.—This railway is getting on very 
rapidly ; already a great part is in a forward state. A number of houses 
at Tradeston are at present taking down to make way for the depot, and 
there are likewise several bridges building across the streets. Tradeston 
is in a complete stir, and when this line of railway is finished, it will ma- 
terially enhance the value of property both in Glasgow and Paisley.—
